I HAVE the honour to ti’ausmit herewith the several returns and replies of the 
udges received by me to the Order of the House of Commons of the 16th day 
of Februai-y last, requiring “ A Return of the Lists of Names (in the order in 
which they were placed on the said Lists) furnished by the late High Sheriffs of 
Counties in Ireland to the Judges, of Pewons to fill the office of High Sheriff 
for the present year, and of the Lists furnished by the judges to the Lord 
lieutenant for the same purpose, and also of the Names of the Parties selected 
by the Lord Lieutenant to fill the said Office.” 

Immediately on receipt of your letter of the 20th day of Febmarj', wherewith 
you transmitted to me a copy of the order by desire of the Lord Lieutenant, 
I communicated the letter and copy of the order to the Lord Chief Justice, in 
order that his Lordship might submit them to the consideration of the judges.

I HAVE no such lists in my possession or power, as those described in the 
first paragraph of the order. 

1 have never kept or preserved any of the lists (or memorandums) furnished 
by the outgoing sheriffs of counties, for the information of the Judges, as to 
persons fit or qualified to fill the office of sheriff, after I have used them, in 
concurrence with my brother Judge of Assize, in making the return to the 
Lord Chancellor (in Slichaelmas term) of the names of gentlemen to serve 
the office of high sheriff for the ensuing year. 

The Judges, during my experience, have used to prepare the fresh portion of 
that return each year, as‘ well from information derived from other sources, 
and gentlemen of, or connected with, the respective counties, as from the late 
high sheriffs. 

At the close of the last assizes for Donegal, the high sheriff furnished me 
with the names of Alexander C. H. Stewart, Solomon Darcus, John George 
Adair, and Robert Young, Esqrs., as gentlemen qualified to fill the office of 
high sheriff of the county, which names I laid before my brother Judge of 
Assize, Baron Hughes, when we were preparing the return to the Lord Chan- 
cellor of sheriffs in Michaelmas term last, and which, with such information 

as 
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as I had or could procure upon the subject, we folly and carefully considered 
when we prepared and made our return of the proper persons to serve the 
office of sheriff of the several counties on our circuit for the then ensuing year. 
We returned for the county of Donegal the names of James Thompson Mackay, 
Esq., Belmont, Londonderry ; George Knox, Esq., Prehen, Londonderry ; and 
William John Forster, Esq., Londonderry, as fit and qualified gentlemen to 
serve the office in that county, without any disrespect or disparagement to or 
of any other gentlemen, on our official and judicial responsibility.

My dear Chief Justice, ® f , 

Before leaving Dublin yesterday, I searched for the late sheriffs lists of 
names of nei-sous returned for the office of sheriff for the present year, fur- 
nished to me on the last Connaught circuit, hut was unable to find them. 
Accordingly, it is out of my power to make any return of such lists. 

I recollect, however, that in my list for the Connaught circuit returned to 
the Government, I included the name of Mr. Burton Persse as qualified to fill 
the office of sheriff of the county of Galway for tlie present year, his name not 
being on the sheriffs’ list, and 1 did this in the exercise of my discretion, and 
on the responsibility of my office of Judge. 

It has always, in my experience, been the course for the Judges, in selecting 
persons for the office of sheriff, to seek information, when they may have had 
occasion for it, from any quarter capable of supplying it, and not alone from 
the sheriff for the time being ; and it has never been considered that the return 
of names by the sheriff to the Judges in any manner fettered the discretion of 
the latter, or had any effect beyond affording them information which they 
might act upon or not, as they thought right. 

I should add, that the sheriffs’ lists being of no use after they served the 
purpose of affording information, it is probable that I mislaid or destroyed 
mine after I had returned my list to the Government.
